1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

Species I, Claims 1-43, 65-74, 78-80, 83-86 and 89; 
Species II, Claims 44-51, 81 and 87; 
Species III, Claims 52-64, 82 and 88; and 
Species IV, Claims 75-77. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, there is no generic to the aforementioned species because 
Species I is drawn to an microelectronic package having AC-coupled interconnect element, 
buried solder bumps; whereas Species II is drawn to a package having a digital driver and a 
digital receiver; whereas Species III is drawn to a package having means for maintaining AC- 
coupled elements spaced apart from one another; and whereas Species IV is drawn to an 
electrical connector having an array mating connectors and an array of inductors. 

2. Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after
